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HISTORY OF THE $10 AND $20 GOLD COINS 
OF 1907 ISSUE 

By HENRY HERING 

The issuing of the $20 and $10 gold coins was the outcome of a 
dinner engagement Augustus Saint Gaudens had with President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt at the White House. It was the latter’s ‘‘pet crime” (as 
he called it) to issue a coin which would compare in beauty and relief 
with the old Greek coins and he asked St. Gaudens if he would under- 
take the work. By doing so he created a bad feeling among the oflScials 
of the Mint because up to this time no outsider had ever designed a coin 
for the government. 

Owing to St. Gaudens’ ill health I executed both coins under his 
direction, from his designs. Consequently, I was in charge of the work 
and engineered the proceedings at the Philadelphia Mint. I proceeded 
to make a model in very high relief, knowing perfectly well they could 
not stamp it in one strike, my object being to have a die made of this 
model and then have strikes made in order to see the various results. 

I took the model to the Philadelphia Mint and was introduced by 
the Director to Mr. Barber, who was the chief engraver. When he saw 
the plaster model of the $20 gold piece, which was about nine inches in 
diameter, he rejected it and said it was impossible for any mint to coin 
it. I told him my reasons for doing it and that we would have to experi- 
ment. After considerable discussion he finally decided to make the die. 

In the meantime I returned to the studio and made another model 
much lower in relief. I had about finished with the second model when 
the Mint informed me that the die of the first model was ready for 
experiment. I immediately went to Philadelphia carrying the second 
and revised model with me. When I showed it to Mr. Barber it was no 
more practical than the first model and he refused to have anything to 
do with it. However, we went to the press room to see how the experi- 
mental die of the first model would work out; so a circular disc of gold 
was placed in the die and by hydraulic pressure of 172 tons, I think it 
was, we had our first stamping, and the impression showed a little more 
than one-half of the modeling. I had them make a cast of this for my 
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guidance. The coin was again placed on the die for another strike and 
again it showed a little more of the modeling, and so it went, on and on 
until the ninth strike, when the coin showed up in every detail. This 
coin I took to show to Mr. St. Gaudens, who in turn sent it to the Presi- 
dent, and I think Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt still has it. I do not know 
of any more being struck, as we had finished with that die. (Figure 1.) 

Up to this point the Mint had two models of the $20 gold piece. So, 
I returned to the studio with my documents — meaning casts of the 
various stampings from die of first model, and decided to make a third 
model, the relief of which was lower than the impression I had on the 
cast of the first stamping. I now thought I had surely covered the 
ground as far as experiments could go. To my surprise Mr. Barber 
rejected it again, saying it was still too high in relief. However, it was 
this third model which finally went into circulation, except that he 
reduced the relief of it much lower than my model. 

Between all these events I examined the reduction of my model, 
which seemed to me very poor, Mr. Barber claiming it could not be done 
better. It just so happened that during my student days in Paris, France, 
there lived a sculptor named Janvier who invented a reducing machine 
which was perfection and the French government, and, in fact, all the 
other European governments, installed Janvier’s machine in their mints. 
So, it occurred to me to look over the machine the U. S. Mint was using. 

It was a machine about forty years old and consequently very much 
out of date. I told Mr. Barber so but it made no impression on him, so 
I made my report to Mr. St. Gaudens who in turn told the President. 
Of course you can imagine what Teddy’s feelings were on hearing the 
U. S. A. was so much out of date. The outcome was an early visit to 
the Mint to see another reduction, this time of the $10 gold coin. This 
Mr. Barber showed me with great glee and after looking it over I found 
it also a very poor reduction, whereupon Mr. Barber informed me that it 
had been done by the Janvier machine, which the Philadelphia Mint had 
installed. 

Of course I had to tell him that a bad reduction can be made from 
a good machine and that probably he was not sufficiently well acquainted 
with its mechanism. He was not aware that in the beginning I had 
protected myself by having Mr. Janvier make me a reduction of the $10 
piece from my model in three different heights of relief. With this docu- 
ment I could not fail to see the weakness of Mr. Barber’s reduction, but 
I did not show him these samples of Janvier’s reduction, because I 
thought they would come in handy later on — and they did. 

Throughout all this period Mr. St. Gaudens’ health had been failing 
rapidly and it was then the summer of 1907. The President, not hearing 
anything of the coin, evidently learned that Mr. St. Gaudens was grow- 
ing worse physically and dispatched the order to the Mint to issue the 
$20 gold coin. To this order the Mint presumably answered that it was 
not practical and would take too long to stamp. I understand the Presi- 
dent again ordered the piece issued if it took the Mint all day to stamp 
one. As a result the Mint took the die of the second model, which evi- 
dently had been made in the interim, because I do not remember seeing 
it until November 14, 1907, which was my last official visit to the Mint. 

They struck several hundreds of them by the hydraulic press, which 
probably required five or more stampings to produce a complete coin. 
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I think it was right after my visit of November 14, 1907 that these high 
relief coins were put in circulation, that is about November 18, 1907. 
The banks criticized them as being impractical because they would not 
stack. This was true because in making so many stampings the gold 
finally pressed itself through the collar of the die, giving the coin a 
fringe on the surface of the rim. This would never happen with one 
strike, and had the Mint made a die of the third model we would have 
had a very good coin. Instead, they used the experimental die. 

Mr. St. Gaudens died in August, 1907 and the real $20 gold piece 
in low relief, revised by the Mint from my third model, with the date in 
numerals instead of Roman letters, went into circulation at either the 
end of 1907 or in January, 1908. They wanted me to approve it, which 
I refused to do, and Mrs. St. Gaudens could not receive payment until 
it was approved. Finally, in the spring of 1908 Mrs. St. Gaudens’ lawyer 
and her son, Homer St. Gaudens, called at my studio in New York City 
and asked me to go to the Philadelphia Mint with them to settle up the 
affair. We arrived there at a meeting of about ten of the officials of 
the Mint who wanted to know why I did not approve the $20 gold piece 
then in circulation. I told them the coin was not a good reduction of 
the third model and to prove my case I produced for the first time the 
three Janvier reductions of the ten dollar gold piece and asked them 
all to compare it with their own. This settled all arguments and the 
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matter was dropped. The coins went into circulation and payment for 
the work was made. 


FURTHER INFORMATION ON THE SAINT GAUDENS GOLD COINS

with a card of introduction to President Roosevelt and a letter to him 
on his ideas about the proposed issue of coins. The originals of these are 
now in the possession of ^e Connecticut State Library in Hartford. 

Engraved card of Mr. Augustus Saint Gaudens bears in his hand- 
writing the following, “To the President, Introducing my friend and 
assistant Mr. Henry Hering.” 

Letter of Augustus Saint Gaudens to the President: 


Augustus Saint Gaudens 
Windsor, Vermont 


Dear Mr. President: 


May 16, 1907 


Now that this business of the coinage is coming to an end and we 
understand how much relief can be practically stamped, I have been 
looking over the other models that I have made and there is no question 
in my mind but that the standing eagle (Plate 2) which Mr. Hering will 
show you, is the best. You have only seen the large model and probably 
on seeing it in the small will have a different impression. The artists all 
prefer it, as I do, to the flying eagle. 

First, in that it is more on a scale with the figure of Liberty on the 
other side. 


Second, it eliminates the sun burst which is on both sides of the 
coin as it will be if adopted as settled up to now. 

Third, it is more dignified and less inclined toward the sensational. 

Fourth, it will occupy no more time to use this model than it will 
to do the other work that will be necessary and I think it is a little 
more favorable for stamping. 

Mr. Hering will tell you about other details that do not occur to 
me at present. The majority of people that I show the work to evi- 
dently prefer with you the figure of Liberty (Figure 1) to the head of 
Liberty (Figure 3), and that I shall not consider any further on the 
Twenty Dollar gold coin. 

I write rather in haste as Mr. Hering leaves in a very little while.

AUGUSTUS SAINT GAUDENS 


In Mr. Hering’s article he stated that Mr. Saint Gaudens received 
the coin and in turn sent it to the President. This information is appar- 
ently incorrect as the piece originally owned by Mr. Saint Gaudens is 
still the property of his estate and is now housed at the American Numis- 
matic Society. It is marked with his initials on the edge. The coin of 
President Roosevelt is in the museum of President Theodore Roosevelt. 
In addition to the piece owned originally by Mr. Saint Gaudens the 
American Numismatic Society owns another piece. The Adams-Woodin 
book states that eighteen pieces were struck in gold. 

The resentment of the ofidcials against the outsiders who encroached 
on their field was given by Mr. Hering as the real reason for producing 
coins which had high spots and did not stack. He explained that the 
high relief models were made for experimental purposes with the express 
intention of correcting early faults in subsequent models. The use of 
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the Janvier reducing machine permitted the execution of smaller models 
with a wide range of reliefs. However, antagonism of officials, their 
unfamiliarity with the Janvier machine and their haste in the prepara- 
tion of the second die were blamed by Mr. Hering for the faulty execu- 
tion of the die which resulted in the coins which would not stack. 

From the letter of Mr. Saint Gaudens it will be seen that it was 
the original intention of the artist to have a Liberty head and a standing 
eagle on the twenty dollar coin. President Roosevelt evidently preferred 
the standing Liberty and the flying eagle which were eventually adopted. 
The Liberty head and the standing eagle were used on the ten dollar 
piece. One design contemplated for the double eagle is the combination 
of flgures 3 and 4. This piece shows the date on the sun on the reverse 
and a different treatment of the word “Liberty.**

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ORDERS AND DECORATIONS 

By ALFRED B. C. BATSON 

(Dlustrations from the author’s collection.) 

The ancient religious and chivalric Orders of Knighthood that have 
become obsolete through the political changes in the world of our time 
are finding a deserved renaissance in the United States today where the 
collecting of the insignia of dynastic honors and distinctions has become 
a fast growing hobby. 

Not the least of its rewards is in the intrinsic beauty of the deco- 
rations themselves, collars, badges, breast-stars, neck-pieces, crosses, etc., 
for a few in their higher grades are to be found set with precious stones, 
gold and silver fretwork of intricate design, and bearing enamelled 
heraldic symbols in all colors. Still others, and some of the greatest 
from the standpoint of venerability and rarity of award, are purposely 
bereft of costly ornamentation. But it is the historical aspect that lures 
most serious collectors, and for the student-hobbyist with a bent toward 
bibliography and research in the great drama of antiquity here is a field 
second to none. 

In the golden age of chivalry, perhaps the 11th to the 15th cen- 
turies, medieval Europe saw the rise of two bodies of knighthood, the 
religious or hierarchal, and the secular or military. To the former 
belonged the three great serving orders created during the Crusades, the 
Templars (originating about 1120), the Hospitallers, or as afterwards 
known as the Order of St. John of Malta (1152), and the Teutonic 
Knights (1190). While time and a changing world have largely written 
finis to these strictly religious groups many of the more secular orders 
which they inspired, both military and civil, are in existence today or 
have existed until recently under almost every flag. 

Chief among these are the following: 

ENGLAND — The Most Noble Order of the Garter. It is the pre- 
mier order in Great Britain and one of the most distinguished in Europe, 
haying been established by King Edward HI in 1348. It comprises 26 
knights only, though additions may be created by special statutes. The 
Queen is the only lady member. The insignia comprises a garter of dark 
blue velvet and gold bearing the motto: ‘‘Honi soit qui mal pense”; the 
collar of gold composed of alternate buckled garters, each encircling a 
red enamelled rose and knots of cords enamelled white; the George, an 
enamelled figure of St. George fighting the dragon, suspended from the 
collar; the lesser George, or badge; and the star, a silver eight pointed 
star bearing in its center the red cross of St. George on white ground, 
surrounded by the garter and motto. 

AUSTRIA — The Order of the Golden Fleece is of great antiquity 
and distinction and was dedicated to the Virgin and St. Andrew. It was 
founded by Philip the Good, Duke of Burgundy, and though historians 
differ widely on the date, most accept 1492. It was later divided in two 
branches, that of Austria and that of Spain (the former for Roman 
Catholics only, though Protestants may be admitted to the Spanish 
branch), the division coming in 1713 on the extinction of the Hapsburg 
dynasty in Spain with the death of Charles II, whereupon both countries 
clainied and retained it. The Austrian example is here illustrated. It 
was in one class only and is now extinct. 
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Austria. Order of the Golden Fleece 
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ITALY — The Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus is a combina- 
tion of two venerable orders whose aims were to defend the Holy See 
and aid lepers. The former was originated in 1349 and the latter some- 
time in the 12th century. It has existed until recently in five classes. 
The badge of the combined order is composed of the white cross of St. 
Lazarus with trefoil termination resting on the green cross of St. 
Maurice. At one time the order was extremely wealthy. 

Italy’s premier distinction, and one of the great medieval honors, 
was that of The Order of the Most Sacred Annunziata, founded in 1362 
by Amadeo of Savoy. Its chevaliers and their wives were “cousins of 
the King” and took precedence over all counsellors of state. They were 
limited in number to 15, commemorating the 15 joys of the Virgin, and 
from its gold collare of 15 love-knots hung a medallion representing the 
annunciation. It is now obsolete. 



Papal. Order of Christ 

P AP AL — The Order of Christ, the supreme Pontifical order, is in 
one class only and was founded in 1318 on the abolition of the Templars 
by Dionysius, or Diniz, of Portugal. In 1522, following a dispute between 
the Pope and the King of Portugal, each laid claim to and retained the 
order but both agreed that members could only be of the Roman Cath- 
olic faith. 

Another venerable Papal distinction, and one frequently awarded 
Americans, is that of the Order of the Holy Sepulchre. Some historians 
assign its foundation to Godfrey of Bouillon while others claim it for 
Pope Alexander VI in 1496. 

PORTUGAL — The Ancient and Most Noble Order of the Tower and 
Sword was founded by Alphonso V in 1495 in five classes as a general 
civil and military distinction. The badge is a five pointed white star 
enclosed by an oak wreath. At the top, within the arms, is a tower. 
The center is a dark blue enamelled garter with the motto “Pelo rei e 
pela lei.”

RUSSIA — The supreme- Czarist order, and one of great distinction, 
was the Order of St. Andrew, founded in 1698 by Peter the Great in 
one class only. The ornate badge showed an effigy of St. Andrew on the 
St. Andrew cross, the whole being superimposed on a two headed eagle, 
the head of each eagle is crowned and the whole is topped by a large 
Russian crown. St. Andrew is in flesh colored enamel, the cross is blue 
and the eagles are bluish black. 

The Order of St. Catherine (1714) was in two classes only for ladies 
of the highest nobility and was founded by Peter the Great as The Order 
of Rescue in honor of the Empress Catherine. The badge is a highly 
colorful cross of diamonds, bearing an effigy of St. Catherine in a small 
enamelled medallion. 

DENMARK — The Order of the Elephant is one of the great Euro- 
pean decorations and though the date of origin is lost in antiquity all 
historians agree that it was reorganized by Christian V in 1693. Some 
claim its inception for Christian I in 1462. It is limited to 30 knights 
and the king and all must be of the Protestant religion. The star is of 
silver with a purple medallion bearing a silver cross surmounted by a 
silver laurel wreath. The collar is of alternate gold elephants with blue 
housings and tower. 

FRANCE — The Order of the Legion of Honor was instituted by 
Napoleon in 1802 as a civil and military order of merit for both men 
and women and in its higher grades is numbered among the great Euro- 
pean distinctions. It has been amended on several occasions, but at 
present consists of flve classes, the highest being the Grand Cross which 
is limited to 80 members. There is no limit to the number of foreign 
recipients of the lower grades. 

Several French orders of ancient origin were swept awayW)y the 
French Revolution, restored at the Restoration and Anally abolished in 
the uprising of 1830. Among these were, with dates of origin: The 
Order of St. Michael (1469), The Order of the Holy Ghost (1578), The 
Order of St. Louis (1693) and the Order of Military Merit (1759) orig- 
inally for Protestant officers only. 
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France. Legion of Honor

The small German states issued such a wealth of honors prior to 
1918 that they could not be treated with due worth in a brief article, 
but among the most noteworthy were: 

The Order of the Black Eagle of Prussia, one of the most distin- 
guished of European decorations. Founded in 1701 in one class only it 
awarded the nobility particle von, and could be conferred only on those 
of royal lineage or high state officials. Prussia also conferred the Order 
of Merit (pour le Merite), founded in 1667 as the Order of Generosity 
for military merit and merit in the sciences and art. It was of great 
distinction and was limited to 30 Germans and 30 foreign members. It 
is interesting to note that this was the only European distinction Thomas 
Carlyle would accept. 
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Brunswick. Order of Henry the Lion 


The Order of Henry the Lion of Brunswick was founded by Duke 
William in 1834 for civil and military merit in five classes. The badge 
is a blue enamelled cross dependent from a lion surmounted by the ducal 
crown; the angles of the cross are filled by crowned W’s and the center 
bears the arms of Brunswick (Braunschweig), a crowned pillar and a 
white horse between two sickles. Artistically it is perhaps the most 
beautiful issued in Europe. 
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THE CURRENCY OF COMMUNIST CHINA 

By H. W. ATKINSON, Lt. Col., USAF 


With the Chinese Reds now about to overrun the whole of China 
and thus become a major power there will soon be a new source of coins 
and paper money. It might be well to sketch quickly the history of 
these Communists as it pertains to numismatics and to consolidate some 
of the already published information. 

The Chinese Communist Party began its rise soon after World War I 
at the same time the Kuomintang was being reorganized. In order to 
play along with the more powerful party the Soviets “cooperated” and 
in 1922 one of the Russian envoys publicly announced agreement with 
Dr. Sun Yat-Sen that Communism and Sovietism could not be successful 
in China and the Russian people would sympathetically supix)rt the 
Chinese in reconstruction. Two years later the Kuomintang accepted 
Communists as members but these soon began opposition to Kuomintang 
activities. They opposed the Northern Expedition; then worked into 
important positions after it began. Their leaders gathered in Hankow 
and almost brought the expedition to failure; but Chiang Kai-Shek 
purged his army and went on to Peiping (then called Peking) to unify 
China. In April 1927 Nanking was made the national capital and in 
July the Communists began a declared program of armed insurrection. 
Communist armies and independent governments existed in various 
provinces and the capital of the Soviet Republic of China was established 
at Juiking, Kiangsi Province. 

After years of sporadic fighting the Nationalist troops in 1935 
brought unbearable pressure on the Communists and to escape they made 
the famous “Long March” of seven thousand miles in a round-about away 
to Shensi Province in the northwest. There, their program changed from 
anti-Nationalist to anti- Japanese and after the “kidnapping” of Chiang 
in December 1936 the Communists proposed a peace. The war against 
the Japanese began in July 1937 and on 22 September of that year the 
Communists agreed to dissolve the Soviet Republic of China. 

The coins of the Soviet Republic of China were first issued in 1931 
and continued to be issued thru 1934. They included silver twenty-cents 
and one dollar coins and copper one-cent, five-cents, 200-cash and 500-cash 
pieces. These coins are listed below:

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Soviet Republic of China currency was printed on both paper and 
cloth and carried the hammer and sickle emblem or pictures of Lenin 
or Stalin. Perhaps the largest collection of these notes dated 1932 and 
1933 is owned by a Shanghai collector, Alexander E. Pogrebetsky. The 
300-cash cloth note illustrated here was obtained in 1934 at Hangchow, 
China, by USAF Colonel R. L. Simons. 

Following the currency reform in China in 1935, when silver was 
demonitized, the Communists withdrew their coins and held the silver 
as a reserve for note issues. In the Communist “Border Region” the 
Nationalist “White” currency (CNC) was circulated together with small 
change trade notes of communized cooperative stores. Among the 
Communist organizations created in western China was the “Bank of 
Four Provinces” for Shensi, Kansu, Ningsia and Tsinghai provinces. 
This bank guaranteed the notes of the Kwang Hwa Store, among others. 
A two-cent note of the Kwang Hwa Store issued in Yenan in 1938 bears 
the following on its reverse: “Fifty pieces plus ten cents ($1.10) are 
redeemable for one Chinese Nationalist Yuan. Gold to redeem this 
currency is on deposit at Shaan Gan Ning Bianky (Bank of Four 
Provinces)”. A later similar 1945 issue of small change notes of the 
Mo Yee Trading Company carries the following information on the 
reverse sides: “This currency is certified by the government for use in 
the Chinese Communist area for payments in trading, taxes and debts. 
One dollar issued by Mo Yee Trading Company is equal to twenty dollars 
of Shaan Gan Ning Bianky notes and can be exchanged for CN Yuan 
according to the regulations. The companies that provide the reserves 
for these notes are Mo Yee Company, Northwest Products Company, 
Nan Chang Company, Kwang Hwa Salt Trading Company and the 
Yuang Hsu Transportation Company.” 

To look back again, a part of the agreement of 1937 was that the 
Communists would not issue their own money, and when the Nationalists 
renewed hostilities with the Communists in 1941 the printing of cur- 
rency was given as one of the violations of the truce. The trade store 
notes of 1938 must have been meant because the Bank of Four Provinces 
notes were not issued until 1941. 

With the surrender of the Japanese and the occupation of part of 
China by the Russians in 1945, the Communists extended their areas. 
The civil war following the surrender resulted in the creation of sepa- 
rately organized Communist areas and each found it necessary to 
establish banks and issue local currency. These included, Bank of 
Central China, Bank of Peihai, Bank of Shansi, Chahar and Hopei, Bank 
of Southern Hopei, Kianghwai Bank of China and others. Designs of 
the notes were similar to older CNC notes and generally showed 
agrarian scenes. Some were crude pieces while others were excellent 
insofar as printing and engraving are concerned. 

The Communist currency followed the CNC in inflation and after 
August, 1948, when the Nationalist Gold Yuan was created, the Red cur- 
rency was revised. Republic of China silver coins began to circulate in 
the Red areas and the paper currency stabilized with respect to silver. 
In January 1949 the exchange in the Hwai River area north of Nanking 
was 200 Communist Yuan to one Chinese silver dollar. 

With the fall of Nanking, Hangchow, Hankow and Shanghai and 
the “liberation” of much of South China from the Nationalists, new

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Communist currency will probably be issued and the Nationalist Gold 
Yuan currency called in or declared valueless — which it is, in effect, at 
the rate of 50,000,000 Yuan to one U. S. dollar. Perhaps the Bank of 
Central China (Communist) will replace the Central Bank of China 
(Nationalist) as the sole authorized issuing agency. 

Currency reform will be of primary importance to secure the sup- 
port of the conquered people and if sufficient silver is available, hard 
money might be issued by the Reds. Then coin collectors will see Chinese 
coins in the new issue lists again.

It IS believed that the above note represents the climax of inflation of any 
country at any time. It was issued by the Hungarian Government at the peak 
of their inflation in 1946 for the payment of taxes only. There were seven 
notes in the series altogether, in 10,000, 50,000, 100,000, 500,000 1 000 000 
10,000,000, and 100,000,000 tax-pengo denominations. Now one tax-pengo ’was 
equal to 2,000,000,000 bilpengo; one bilpengo equal to 1,000,000 milpengo and 
one milpengo equal to 1,000,000 pengo; therefore by simple arithmetic one 
tax-pengo was equal to 2,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 pengo; and this note eaual 
to 200,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 or 2 x 1029 pengo. One pengo was 
worth before the war about 180. 


Legend: “Tax-note for hundred million Tax-pengo. Can be used exclu- 
sively for payment of public taxes before July 31, 1946. Budapest, May 25th 
1946. (Signed) Minister of Finance. Counterfeiting of tax-notes is punish- 
able by law.” 


Reverse: “This tax-note can be used only for payment of such public taxes 
assessed in tax-pengo, which are so authorized by the act ^^56(X)/1946 of the 
Minister of Finance. After the expiration date indicated on the opposite side 
this tax-note loses its validity, and the state treasury declines claims on tax- 
notes which were not used for payment of taxes before their date of expira-

Collectors and cataloguers alike will welcome this splendid work by Dr.

In the meantime Doughty covers the 1793-1814 series with a different set of 
numbers, unfortunately lacking many and necessitating the “Not in Doughty” 
phrase so often seen. 

Now comes one book that is complete within itself and is not only a list — 
it is a new treatment of the series. Order and system are applied to the identi- 
fication, grading and valuing of every known variety of early cent. Reference 
to the plates and tables makes it simple for even a novice to accurately identify 
and appraise the value of any of the early copper cents. 

Dr. Sheldon was grounded in the series at Henry Chapman’s in Phila- 
delphia in the days when Wurtzbach, Clarke, Gaskill, MacAllister, Clapp, New- 
comb, Hines, French, Proskey and Gilbert were the stars in the Large Cent 
Constellation. A distinguished scholar and author. Dr. Sheldon’s feeling for 
large cents is evidenced in his Introduction and Background Chapters. 

Value playing the part it does in our present day scheme of things. Dr. 
Sheldon has evolved a system which will permit the ready appraisal of all 
large cents. More features in this book represent innovations than carry-overs 
from the old. In superlative notes we could go on and on — . It is highly 
recommended. — A.K.

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DAVID C. WISMER, HONORARY A. N. A. MEMBER 



It is with the deepest and most profound feeling of regret that the 
American Numismatic Association reports the death of its beloved fellow 
member, David C. Wismer. Held in the highest esteem by all, it is useless 
attempting to eulogize him with mere words. If the A.N.A. possessed a flag 
it would be flown at half-mast. ^ 

A resident of Hatfield, Pennsylvania, Mr. Wismer was born March 25 
1857 and died May 31, 1949 at the age of 92. Funeral services were held on 
June 3rd with H. Lewis Wismer, I. Schlosser, Col. Joseph Moss, A. H. Leather- 
man, Fred H. Hicks, and Julius Windner serving as pallbearers. The last four 
named were members of the Philadelphia Coin Club. 

Before his retirement 20 years ago, Mr. Wismer was an engineer and 
mechanic. He first began collecting coins about 1890, joining the A.N.A. in 
December, 1892. About 1895-96, during the Free Silver agitation, he became 
interested in the investigation of the early monetary issues of the United 
States and started to collect bank, city, county, state, store, merchants, and 
manufacturers issues of promises-to-pay. From this time on he specialized in 
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paper money, studying it from every possible angle, until he became known 
as the authority on obsolete paper money of the United States. 

One of his outstanding contributions to numismatics was his continued 
article entitled “Descriptive List of Obsolete Paper Money” which was pub- 
lished in The Numismatist between 1922 and 1936. His first published article 
in The Numismatist had been a paper read at the Fourth Annual Convention 
of the American Numismatic Association, and was entitled “Aluminum for 
Minor Coins.” He was also the author of many other numismatic articles 
which appeared in The Numismatist, The Coin Collector's Journal, and Hob- 
bies. In addition he was the author of several pamphlets and books on U. S. 
paper money and a contributor to The Standard Paper Money Catalogue. 

He was referred to as the “Dean of American Numismatists.” Recently 
he had received the A.N.A. Fifty-year gold medal. An Honorary Member of 
the American Numismatic Association (Regular No. 36), he was also Honorary 
Life Member No. 26 of the Philadelphia Coin Club and Fellow No. F-10 of 
the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society. 

Last year Mr. Wismer celebrated his 70th wedding anniversary with his 
wife, Annie Roberts Wismer, who survives him. Also surviving are four chil- 
dren, Horace, of Quakertown; Leroy, of Lansdale; Walter, of Norristown; and 
Mrs. Edward Osmun, at home. 

J. TYSON McGILL, A.N.A. NO. 5001 

On June 27, J. Tyson McGill of New Rochelle died in the New Rochelle 
Hospital following an illness of one week. He was 59. 

Mr. McGill, a resident of New Rochelle since his retirement in 1941, was 
born July 25, 1889, in Corning, N. Y., a son of the late William H. and Mary 
Cassidy McGill. He was a communicant of Holy Family Church, this city. 

Educated in Corning and Toledo, Ohio, schools, Mr. McGill received his 
degree from Fordham Law School in 1919 and in that year entered public 
service by organizing the Bureau of Motor Vehicles for the State of New 
York, in Albany. Shortly after he came to the New York County Registrar’s 
Office when he supervised the organization of the present “Lot System” for 
the identification of real estate. 

On February 1, 1920, he went to Brooklyn to become Official Examiner of 
Titles there. Mr. McGill was formerly legislative Agent for the Torrens Title 
League, State of New York; was past president of the Association of Official 
Examiners of Titles and was former chairman of the Board of the Kings 
County Civil Service Employees Association. 

A member of the American Bar Association, Mr. McGill was licensed to 
practice before the Supreme Court of the United States and before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

He was a member of the American Numismatic Association, the West- 
chester Coin Club, and numerous other societies. 


TENTH TRI-STATE CONVENTION 

The “Tenth Tri-State Convention” sponsored by Chautauqua Coin, Stamp 
and Curio Club was held at Hotel Jamestown, Jamestown, N. Y., on June 
17-18-19, 1949. Ernest J. Muzzy and J. Henry Payne were Co-chairmen, with 
T. James Clarke, Past President of A.N.A., Honorary Chairman. 

As indicated by the name of the sponsor club, exhibits were not limited 
to articles of numismatic interest but several in that grouping were outstand- 
ing and merit mention. Mr. Clarke’s display of his qualitatively unique col- 
lection of Swedish gold coins which includes many of the rare — and rarest — 
items of that country’s extra-territorial mints coining gold from 1631 to 1759; 
he also exhibited his collection of Encased Postage Stamps (complete except 
two listed items) and about 200 specimens from his collection of antique and 
unusual watches. 

First prize was awarded Wm. M. Jacka of Bedford, Ohio, for his Civil 
War tokens; second prize went to Dr. Y. A. Sargis of Cleveland, Ohio, for his 
display of ancient coins — plus a delta-shaped Masonic watch, and third prize

About the subject matter of the medal the sculptor says this: “that 
as a rule an artist finds it much more difficult briefiy to express that 
which has taken much thought and effort to compose within the limits 
of a circle, but for ‘Genesis,’ look up chapter one in your Bible. I could 
not say it nearly so well. 

As to the ‘Web of Destiny,’ that should be easily interpreted. The 
little fellow is Eros, who can perform more miracles in guiding the 
strands of destiny than any power known to man.” 


ABOUT THE ARTIST 

Adolph Alexander Weinman, bom at Karlsruhe, Germany, on 
December 11, 1870, came to New York in 1880. At the age of fifteen, 
while apprenticed to a carver of wood and ivory, he attended evening 
classes at Cooper Union. Later studies were at the Art Students League. 
When he was twenty years old, he entered the studio of Philip Martiny 
and later worked with Saint Gaudens and Daniel Chester French. In 
1904 he opened his own studio and in the same year made the “Destiny 
of the Red Man” for the Saint Louis Expiosition. 

Mr. Weinman early became interested in medallic art and designed 
many relief portraits and medals, as well as the United States dime and 
half dollar of 1916. Among the many statues he produced are his General 
Alexander Macomb in Detroit ; his statues of Alexander Johnston Cassatt, 
and of Samuel Rea, in the Pennsylvania Terminal, New York City; and 
the statues of Alexander Hamilton and DeWitt Clinton, Museum of the 
City of New York. 

Examples of his architectural sculpture are the pediment for the 
Madison Square Presbyterian Church, now at the Metropolitan Museum ; 
the sculpture for the facade and tower of the Municipal Building, New

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COINS AND LEGENDS

The study of numismatics has an important bearing on history. It 
is a study in which few people have any trouble in finding the heads and 
tails of their subject. Of course the true numismatist goes in for 
“obverse” and “reverse.” Coins have been the means of ascertaining the 
names of forgotten countries, their position, their chronology, the suc- 
cession of their kings, their usages, civil, military and religious, and the 
style of their eu-t. 

On their respective coins we can look upon what are undoubtedly 
true representations of Julius Caesar and other makers of history, and 
thus study their features and compare these with their characters as 
given by contemporary historians. 

The earliest coins bear emblems of sacred character, often embody- 
ing some legend connected with the foundation of the state, for example 
the “phoco” or seal on the coins of the Phocians, which is said to allude 
to a school or shoal of seals which are said to have followed the fleet 
which brought the first people to Phoceae from Athens, or as others say 
from the abundance of these “sea-calves” to be found in the vicinity. 
However, the leader of these colonists was Phocus and the “seal” may be 
only a pun on his name. Many of the Phocians left their country in the 
time of Cyrus the Great of Persia and founded a city that is now known 
as Marseilles, France. 

Another type of “punning” coin was the lion of Leontini, a town in 
Sicily, founded by a colony from Chalcis, in Euboea, who in turn were 
originally Athenians. Other coins of this type were those bearing a goat 
issued by Aeque and the quince struck at Melos, later called Milo. A 
good example of the legend on coins is the Minotaur and labyrinth 
depicted on the coins of Chossus. Himera has a cock on its coins which 
is also a pun on the name for “hemera” means “the dawn of day” which 
is proclaimed by the crowing of a cock. Croesus of Lydia had a lion and 
bull facing one another on the obverse of his coins. The reverse of these 
have a double incuse square caused by the anvil in striking, for these are 
the earliest coins known to Asia Minor. Of the earliest silver coins of 
Greece, the type of Aegina is a turtle, a symbol associated with Aphro- 
dite. This is the voiceless turtle, resembling the tortoise, the turtle with 
the voice, of which we read in scriptures, was the turtle dove. The 
winged horse of Perseus and Bellerophon, now painted in red as the 
trade-mark of an oil company, was used on the coins of ancient Corinth, 
from which they were called “pegasi.” Another fabulous creature the 
griffin is seen on the coins of Abdera. A very early double stater of 
Miletus, in Ionia, of which the type is the lion’s head, derived the lion 
from Persia and Assyria and was associated with the worship of Cybele. 
The symbol is continued on the later coinage of Miletus. The head of 
Cybele appears on the obverse of coins of ancient Smyrna and a lion 
within a wreath adorns the reverse. Cybele had a temple near the 
modern Smyrna, which is not to be confused with Smyrna Trachea, an 
early name for Ephesus. 

Symbolic animals in time were succeeded by portraits of protecting 
deities. The earliest coins of Athens have the owl, the symbol of the 
goddess Athene which at a later date was replaced by the head of the 
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goddess and the owl retired to the reverse. The coins with the head of 
Athene on the obverse date from the 6th century B. C. and are the 
earliest with decoration on both sides and the earliest to bear a human 
head. The head of the deity on the obverse and her “owl” attribute on 
the reverse set an example in the design of coinage that is followed to 
this day, such as the king or ruler on the obverse and his arms on the 
reverse. 

The early kings of Alba and Rome imitated Jupiter as god of the 
oak by wearing a crown of oak leaves. When they came to strike coins, 
being kings by divine right, they adorned themselves with the attributes 
of the god they represented and so had their portraits put upon the 
coinage. Coins of Alexander the Great are abundant, many having been 
struck after his conquests in the Greek towns of Asia. A rose distin- 
guishes those struck at Rhodes and a bee those struck at Ephesus. Most 
of these have the figure of Zeus (Jupiter Ammon) on the reverse, and 
the head of Hercules on the obverse, which has sometimes been supposed 
to be that of Alexander himself. It would rather seem, however, that 
Alexander’s immediate successors were the first who placed their portrait 
on coins, and that on a shallow pretense of deification such as Lysi- 
machus as a descendant of Bacchus and Seleucus of Apollo and they 
clothed in the attributes of the ancestor deities. 

The inscriptions on the earliest Greek coins consist of a single letter, 
the initial of the city where they were struck. Later additional letters 
were added also monograms. The earliest inscriptions of any length are 
written from right to left. The first coin bearing the name of a king is 
the tetradrachm of Alexander I. of Macedon. Artist’s signatures occa- 
sionally occur on ancient coins and oftenest on those of Sicily. 

Among the early coins of Asia, one of the most celebrated is the 
stater Daricus or Daric, named for Darius Hytaspes. It had for a symbol 
an archer kneeling on one knee, which is said to have represented Darius 
in a representation of Bel. The daric seems to have been coined for the 
Greek colonies in Asia by their Persian conquerors. The daric and siglo, 
the first of gold, the latter of silver, anticipated at an early date the 
relationship between the modern English sovereign and shilling. 

One of the earliest specimens of a complete coin is a beautiful medal 
struck at Syracuse with the head of Persephone accompanied by dolphins 
on the obverse, and for the reverse, a victor in the Olympic games in a 
chariot receiving a wreath from Victory. This type of a reverse is found 
on the staters of Philip of Macedon, known as Philips, a coin that was 
largely imitated by other states. 

Cistophorus is a term applied to certain silver coins issued in Asia 
Minor, because they were impressed with a Dionysiac cista, out of which 
a serpent glides. The other side bears the name or monogram of the 
city of issue. This coin originated in Ephesus shortly before 200 B. C. 
and its use rapidly extended through the dominions of Attains I. of 
Pergamum, and became in time a sort of Pan-Asiatic coin. 

The Greek word for “chest” or “coffer” appears on some coins of 
Apamea Cibotus in Phrygia. This was a city situated on that lazy, 
winding river which gives the English language its word “meander.” 
Some believe that the coffer was symbolic of the wealth of Apamea, but 
some believe it may be related to the story of our Biblical deluge. The 
“coffer” is in reality an “ark,” such as that used by Noah, with two birds 
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above it, one holding a twig. A man and woman stand beside the ark. 
This was perhaps related to the legend of Deucalion and the flood in 
Thessaly elaborated upon from the Mosaic account which became known 
to the Greeks in Egypt after the time of Ptolemy Philadelphus. 

Coins prove that the custom of smooth or “clean” shaving was intro- 
duced in the time of Alexander the Great and spread from the Macedo- 
nians, whose kings are represented on coins as beardless persons, through- 
out the whole Greek world. Only philosophers and barbarians wore 
beards. The Parthians who revolted from Antiochus II, king of Syria, 
about 250 B. C., were bearded, probably to show their contempt for the 
Greeks. Arsaces VI. or Mithridates I., who defeated the Syrian king, 
Demetrius Nicator, in 138 B. C., is shown on his coins as a bearded ruler 
as are other Parthian monarchs. 

A good example of the use of coins to enlighten students is a coin of 
Corcyra which depicts the aphractus, a ship which had no deck, being 
covered with planks in the fore and after parts, which is used to illustrate 
an article on shipbuilding. Likewise an imperial Roman coin is used to 
illustrate “corona radiata” in an article on crowns. A coin of Cos, the 
birthplace of Hippocrates, the first physician of antiquity, depicts a 
peculiar type of leather head-dress and the crab on the reverse was the 
symbol of the island. The Ptolemaic kings of Egypt used an eagle on the 
reverse of their coins that closely resembles our numismatic American 
eagle. That of Ptolemy Soter is an especially fine looking bird. 

A series of coins struck in Palestine and attributed to Simon Macca- 
baeus bears on the obverse a pot of manna and on the reverse Aaron’s 
rod with three flowers and the legend “JERUSALEM THE HOLY,” also 
the inscription “SCHEKEL ISRAEL.” This shekel of Israel was equiv- 
alent to two Attic drachmae. The inscriptions are in the Samaritan 
character. 

Servius Tullius, at Rome in 578 B. C., issued a gigantic piece which 
was oblong like a brick, called the “as,” being a pound of bronze. It was 
stamped with the representation of an ox or a sheep, from which came 
the word “pecunia” from “pecus” (cattle). The full pound of bronze in 
the “as” was gradually reduced, but it always retained the twelve unical 
subdivisions even when its weight came to be no more than a quarter 
of an ounce. When its weight fell to nine ounces it became circular in 
form. This large coin was not struck but was cast and had on the 
obverse Janus Bifrons, the two-faced gate-keeper of the gods, and on 
the reverse, the prow of a ship and the numeral I. It was this coin that 
originated the game of “Capita aut Navia (Navim),” a game which has 
come down to us as “heads and tails,” the heads being from Janus and 
the “navia” from the ship. In the time of Edward H. of England the 
name was known as “cross and pile,” from the cross and pillars found 
on the coins of the period. It was still known by that name in 1645 when 
the preface to “Pantagruel’s Prognostication” was written. 

The earliest silver coined at Rome had on the obverse the head of 
Roma, who differed from Minerva (Pallas Athene) by having wings 
attached to her helmet. These have on the reverse a quadriga, four- 
horse chariot, or a biga, two-horse chariot, or the Dioscuri (Castor and 
Pollux). Italian towns subject to Rome had silver coins bearing a horse’s 
head or a galloping horse. A fine example of the biga is seen on the coin 
of Cales, the modern Calvi, which was the chief town of the Caleni, an 
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Ausonian people in Campania on the Via Latinia, a town said to have 
been founded by Calais, son of Boreas. The quadriga appears on the 
reverse of many coins of ancient Sicily. One of the earliest representa- 
tions of Britannia, long before she came to symbolize sea-power, is 
found on a copper coin of Antoninus Pius about A. D. 138. 

There are many other legends connected with coins for which we 
have not the time or space at this time. On the coins of many countries 
we find no heads of kings. The Mohammedan coins bar the portraiture 
of kings as an act of idolatry and a violation of the first commandment. 
In Siam, it was once believed that when the copy of the face of a person 
is made and taken away from him, a portion of his life went with the 
picture. So no Siamese Sovereign could permit his life to be distributed 
in small pieces among his subjects together with the coins of his realm. 
If you believe like the Siamese you have a little bit of many lives locked 
up in your coin cabinet. 


ROMAN COUNTERPARTS OF AMERICAN STATESMEN

It is often said that history repeats itself. At least it is true that 
heroes are much the same in any age. The individual may be different 
in many particulars, but the pattern remains much the same. Numis- 
matists who are familiar with the faces and exploits of the ancient 
leaders will find but little difficulty in discovering their modem counter- 
parts. Kings, emperors and presidents, good and bad, stalk through all 
history, and it has been often noted that the government and people at 
large partake to no small extent of the qualities and attributes of their 
leaders. One certainly does not have to go back to ancient history to 
verify this fact. Perhaps it may add somewhat to the interests of our 
hobby to attempt a brief comparison of two of our presidents with two 
of the best of Rome’s emperors. 

Here in America the names of Washington and Lincoln are revered 
above all others. George Washington, the soldier-president, successfully 
presided at the launching of the new country. Abraham Lincoln, the 
lawyer-president, preserved the Union from destruction. Washington’s 
cognomen, “Father of his Country,” and Lincoln’s popular titles of 
“Father Abraham” and “Honest Abe,” convey some idea of their out- 
standing qualities. To the writer, their Roman counterparts are found 
in the persons of Augustus, the first emperor, and Antoninus Pius, per- 
haps the best of the so-called “five good emperors.” Both of these leaders 
enjoyed the title of “Pater Patriae,” or in plain American, “Father of 
his Country.” Other numismatists may disagree totally or in part with 
the comparison, or may discern others of their own. It is sufiScient if 
the idea provokes interest. 

It is recognized at the outset that comparisons are more or less 
odious, and that the men here compared did not by any means fall into 
identical categories. Although comparable in various particulars, they 
were not cast in the same mold. In other particulars they must be con- 
sidered by way of contrast rather than comparison. Nevertheless, in the 
general picture, and with reference to their respective countries, times 
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and surrounding circumstances, a certain similarity is apparent. For- 
tunately, many coins are available which picture the Roman emperors; 
their lives have been traced in some detail, and their exploits speak for 
themselves. 

Since they both occupied positions as the organizers and first heads 
of newly constituted governments, it is not amiss to consider in juxta- 
position, the names of Augustus, the first Roman emperor, and Wash- 
ington, the first American president. Both came from aristocratic fam- 
ilies ; both were soldiers in the field ; both were highly successful in what 
they undertook. The one gave Rome good government for more than 
40 years; the other voluntarily gave up his office at the end of eight 
years thus setting a precedent which endured until our own time. The 
one lived on the Palatine Hill overlooking the old Roman Forum; the 
other resided on the hill of Mt. Vernon overlooking the beautiful Potomac. 
Augustus died at the ripe age of 76, beloved of his people and bearing 
the title “Pater Patriae.” Washington enjoyed the same esteem and the 
same title, and passed on at the age of 67 years. 

In physical appearance there could have been little resemblance 
between the two leaders. Washington’s imposing height, his aristocratic 
bearing, his calm sufficiency, and other striking characteristics, are too 
well known to need detailed reference. Augustus, according to the ancient 
reports, was slight in build, and of rather uncertain health. His coin 
pictures,^ particularly those of early mintage, exhibit a craftiness of 
expression, mirroring his cold and calculating nature. In his maturer 
years, however, Augustus assumed a benign and paternalistic attitude 
quite in keeping with his title of Pater Patriae, and this role is likewise 
evidenced in the later coin portraits. It is, of course, most difficult to 
mentally picture him in the exact manner that the Romans of his time 
saw their leader. 

Suetonius gives an account of Augustus’ appearance which, in part, 
might well apply to Washington. ‘Tn person,” says the biographer, “he 
was unusually handsome and exceedingly graceful at all periods of his 
life. * * * His expression, whether in conversation or when he was silent, 
was calm and mild.” Although one author refers to Augustus as being 
short in stature, Suetonius relates that “Julius Marathus, his freedman 
and keeper of his records (who should certainly know), says he was five 
feet and nine inches in height,” Roman measure, which would make him 
about five feet, seven inches in English measure. This would be quite 
tall for a Roman; Julius Caesar is said to have been about 5' 4" in height. 
It would be futile, however, to claim any great physical resemblance 
between Augustus and Washington; they are comparable only in the 
sense of successful leadership of a new regime. 

Notwithstanding the acknowledged greatness of our first president, 
his portrait has embellished but few coins until the fairly recent issues 
of Washington quarters. Fortunately, for most of us, it is the one dollar 
bill which has made use of the Washington likeness. Our philatelist 
friends can, of course, point with pride at many Washington stamp 
issues. There is, however, an interesting series of pattern coins and 
tokens struck during the period from 1783 to 1795 which bear the por- 
trait of George Washington. Among these are cents, pennies, half pen- 
nies and half dollars. Thereafter the head of Liberty generally adorns 
most of our coinage. 
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The coinage of Augustus, issued during a period of over 50 years, 
constitutes a collection in and of itself. According to Mattingly and 
Sydenham there are some 373 imperial coins struck by Augustus in 
addition to a vast colonial issue, and many other coins issued by Augustus 
before he actually became emperor. Following the death of Julius Caesar 
in B. C. 44, coins were struck by what is known as the Second Trium- 
virate, composed of Marc Antony, Octavianus (Augustus) and Lepidus. 
Some of these bear the portraits of Antony and Octavian, or of Octavian 
and Lepidus; others picture Julius Caesar with one or the other of the 
great leaders. Octavian’s star was in the ascendency, however, and fol- 
lowing his defeat of Antony and Cleopatra in B. C. 31, he shortly became 
sole ruler of the great empire, assuming the title of Augustus in B. C. 27. 
A recent book by Grant, entitled ^^From Imperium to Auctoritas/’ deals 
minutely with the Augustan coinage, which was first issued under mili- 
tary power of ‘‘imperium,’* and later under what may be termed civil 
authority or “auctoritas.” These issues of gold, silver and bronze pre- 
sent a magnificent variety of reverses. 

Augustus governed Rome more than twice as long as any other 
monarch, and with his able assistants, Marcus Agrippa and Maecenas, 
gave to the new empire its Golden Age of literature, art and learning. 
The Augustan collector cannot fail to find many evidences of Rome’s 
greatness. Moreover, it was during this period that the birth of Christ 
gave to the world a new religion such as it had not before seen. 

The other comparison suggested, that of Abraham Lincoln and 
Antoninus Pius, is based, in the first instance, upon a certain ruggedness 
of countenance evidenced by their coin portraits. There is more than a 
mere fanciful resemblance between their bearded faces. The gaunt, 
honest physiognomy of the great American is paralleled in the coin pro- 
files of Antoninus Pius who ruled Rome from A. D. 138 to 161. Their 
characters could hardly have been dissimilar. By way of contrast, how- 
ever, it may be noted that while Lincoln’s days were beset by one of the 
worst wars ever experienced in this country, the 22 year reign of 
Antoninus was one of the most peaceful in Rome’s history. It was, 
indeed, so quiet and peaceful that, as one historian complains, there was 
nothing to write about. Nevertheless, says Crevier in his ^‘History of 
the Roman Emperors/" the coming of Antoninus to the sovereign power, 
“was a matter of joy to the senate, the people and all the empire.” And, 
affirms the same historian, this prince, during his long reign, “maintained 
and increased the esteem which the public had for him in the beginning.” 
A remarkable accomplishment. 

The British Museum catalogs 1410 different coins issued during the 
reign of Antoninus Pius, thus giving collectors an unusual opportunity 
to familiarize themselves with the Lincoln-like countenance. The title 
of “Pius” was conferred upon him shortly after his ascension, and in the 
year 139 Antoninus became, like his predecessor Augustus, Pater Patriae, 
although he at first refused this honor. These titles were by no means 
conferred as a mere conventional gesture and they quite properly desig- 
nate one of the best emperors Rome ever had. He was not primarily a 
soldier-emperor as were some of his predecessors, and he is said to have 
repeated a saying of Scipio, “I had rather preserve one citizen than kill 
a thousand enemies.” Notwithstanding the fact that Lincoln must be 
reckoned among the wartime presidents, such a statement might well 
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have come from the Great Emancipator. Again quoting from Crevier 
we learn that “Antoninus was favorable even to the Christians exposed 
at that time to the public hatred. ♦ * * He not only published no order 
for their persecution, but he sheltered them from the blind fury of the 
populace, and the injustice of the Roman magistrates.*' And ^ter his 
death, at the age of seventy- three years, “so great was the veneration 
for his name, that, almost during a whole century, all the emperors bore 
it, even those who were not connected with him by blood, or adoption.” 

The many coins of Antoninus with their varying reverse designs, 
bear witness to his greatness. Various edifices built by this emperor, 
are there represented, and his several “Liberalities” or general donations 
are numismatically referred to. Unlike Hadrian, Antoninus did not 
wander far from Rome but spent most of his reign in or near the capitol. 
His funeral pyre, and the memorial column erected to his memory are 
found on the Divus Antoninus coins struck by his successor, Marcus 
Aurelius. The Forum temple dedicated to Antoninus and his wife Faus- 
tina is also preserved by way of coin reverses. The Antoninine series is 
a most interesting one, and, fortunately for collectors, most of the pieces 
are easily obtainable at rather modest prices, aside from the rarities and 
gold pieces. 

The great historian, Edward Gibbon, has declared that the Antonine 
Age, including the reigns of Antoninus Pius and Marcus Aurelius, was 
the happiest period ever enjoyed by mankind. Be that as it may, there 
can be little doubt that the period was a most auspicious one, or that such 
a beneficent monarch as Antoninus Pius contributed much to the peace 
and serenity of his time. Thereafter a gradual decline in Roman affairs 
is to be noted, and this too is mirrored in the coin issues of succeed- 
ing years. 

In writing of his adoptive father, Marcus Aurelius particularly com- 
ments upon Antoninus' “gentleness, his unshaken constancy, his freedom 
from vainglory,” and these words might well have been written in 
reference to Abraham Lincoln. “The plain and simple was what pleased 
him most. Without severity, presumption, or extravagant desires, he was 
moderate in all things, ever acting calmly and deliberately.*' 

The title of “Pius,” conferred by the Roman Senate upon Antoninus, 
might, in its sense of general goodness, have been quite properly con- 
ferred upon our own Lincoln, and perhaps, in the one word, is epitomized 
the real comparison between the two great leaders who were separated 
in point of time by some 1700 years.

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FEDERAL RESERVE BANK OF PHILADELPHIA 
GIVES PRIVATE PREVIEW OF COLLECTION 

By NOEL H. VANROEKENS, A. N. A. NO. 12456 

On June 15, 1949, the Federal Reserve Bank of Philadelphia enter- 
tained the following coin clubs, and friends of the bank, at a private 
showing of their newly accumulated collection of United States currency 
and coins:

One hundred fifty people viewed this outstanding type collection 
which was superbly mounted in thirty-two frames. 

Two coins of each type were mounted so that both obverse and 
reverse could be viewed at once. Each frame, as well as each type, was 
briefly and adequately described. The coins and currency were mounted 
on a black formica background with the description engraved in white. 

Philip M. Poorman, who suggested this permanent exhibit for the 
bank, introduced Dr. Alfred H. Williams, President of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Philadelphia, who addressed us as follows: 

It is a pleasure on behalf of the directors and oflScers of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Philadelphia to welcome our guests from the three 
numismatic societies of the city. When, more than a year ago, Mr. Poor- 
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man suggested the project which has come to fruition in the com and 
currency collection which is being viewed for the first time tonight, the 
thought occurred that it would be fitting to make the ® 

social occasion. This had a strong appeal to me because of the person^ 
conviction that hobbies play an important and rejuvenating role 
present day life. 

As civilization becomes more complex, as business requirements 
become more exacting and onerous, there is need for diversion, change 
in pace, and change in the nature of mental activity. Winston S. 
Churchill, perhaps the most renowned present-day hobbyist, has expressed 
this in his own inimitable style. He has said: 

“Many remedies are suggested for the avoidance of worry and mental 
overstrain by persons who, over prolonged periods, have to bear excep- 
tional responsibilities and discharge duties upon a very scale. 

Some advise exercise and others repose. Some counsel travel ^nd others 
retreat. Some praise solitude and others gaiety. No douM all these may 
play their part according to the individual temperament. But the element 
which is constant and common in all of them is Change. 

“Change is the master key. A man can wear out a particular part 
of his mind by continually using it and tiring it, just as m the same way 
he can wear out the elbows of his coat. . . . But the ^ 

mind can be rested and strengthened not merely by 

other parts. It is not enough merely to switch off the lights which play 
upon the main and ordinary field of interest; a new field of interest must 
be illuminated. It is no use saying to the tired “mental muscles . . . 
‘I will give you a good rest,’ ‘I will go for a long walk, or I will lie 
down and think of nothing.’ The mind keeps busy just the same. If it 
has been weighing and measuring, it goes on weighing and measuring 
If it has been worrying, it goes on worrying. It is only when new cells 
are called into activity, when new stars become the lords of the 
ascendant, that relief, repose, refreshment are afforded.’’ 

We are delighted to have you with us and hope that the evening will 
be an enjoyable and memorable one. 


Col. Joseph Moss, Member, Board of Governors of the A. N. A. and 
recently nominated for First Vice President of that organization was 
then introduced and delivered the following address: 

It is particularly gratifying to know that there is on public display 
in this city a numismatic collection such as this, to show the history of 
the United States coinage. With the removal of the collection which was 
at one time housed in the Mint at Philadelphia to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution in the Nation’s Capitol, a void was left in our city which now has 
been adequately filled due to the genius, foresight, and interest of the 
officers of this institution. 

It gives me especial pleasure to be here because of my association 
with the national numismatic association and therefore to officially 
participate in the first occasion when a Federal Reserve Bank has 
recognized the significance which the history of our coinage plays in 
visual education for American history, w’orld history, and economics. 

It is my great hope that this exhibit will be a forerunner of other 
exhibits which may be formed by other members of the Federal Reserve 
System and that this exhibit may be shown to member banks throughout 
this district. The educational possibilities are tremendous and the stim- 
ulation and incentive which will result are incalculable. 

The exhibit as most of you may have seen is divided into several 
sections. The first and most important is that of the types of coinage in 
each denomination and metal from the inception of coinage here in 
Philadelphia in 1793 to the present time. A study of the portraits of the 
weights of these coins, of the finenesses, and of the inscriptions is a 
course in itself in economics and current events. The use of gold and 
paper currency is also a subject upon which much has been written and 
the mediums of exchange which have standard acceptance in this 
country are all shown here. In addition this exhibit includes obsolete

that in addition to the coin collection and bank note 
collection that a numismatic library will also be built up in order to 
fortify the sources of material for those who seek further data. There is 
no doubt that this basic exhibit has great potentialities and a program 

its expansion and extension to give it greater use throughout the 
Philadelphia area can easily be envisioned. 

Another section to which this exhibit may someday be enlarged is 
the field of patterns and trial pieces which show the historical background 
of coins prior to their official adoption, and in their formative stages of 
development with other metals, inscriptions, and theories. 

Still another field of exhibit might easily be that of the coinage of 
the branch mints which have functioned at various times to augment the 
production of the Philadelphia Mint. 

From some aspects this exhibit may be interpreted as an index, 
charting gold coins in terms of purchasing power through the decades 
since 1795, when our first gold pieces were minted, showing the relative 
value to paper currency and also silver currency. Only recently has 
the former parity been revised. 

The use of our coinage as a vehicle to illustrate American history 
IS well known, and the coinage which commenced in 1793 has followed 
through annually virtually without interruption. Changes in govern- 
ment, in war, in peace, and changes of administration have seldom been 
evidenced by the coinage, which has uninterruptedly continued in its 
course. In this respect our coinage has an unusual stability. 

It is however our commemorative coinage in both gold and silver 
which recalls so vividly the formative background of discovery, pioneer 
settlement, and migration. Other issues recall expositions and statehood 
observances. The entire series so admirably represented in this exhibit is 
a panorama of American history for almost four and one half centuries. 

The phase of any American coinage exhibit which deserves special 
attention is that of the colonial coinage. Foreign currencies were in use 
in this country from the earliest periods and were more generally known 
and accepted than the Federal coinage. The use of the Spanish milled 
dollar and its gold multiples (doubloon, pistole, and the silver fractions 
such as picayune and two bits) are phrases which have become a part 
of American vernacular. 


Colonial paper currency was always marked at the rate at which 
it was payable, and it is essential that the coinage represented by this 
paper currency be shown in conjunction with the notes. In pre-revolu- 
tionary and revolutionary days Pennsylvania currency was recognized 
and was on a par with Delaware, New Jersey, and Maryland currency. 
This dollar was v^alued at 7 shillings 6 pence, and an indication of the 
difficulties encountered in interstate transactions as late as 1805 will 
readily be seen by the following conversions which were required: 

To New England and Virginia currency 25 per cent additional. 

To New York and North Carolina 6^ per cent reduction. 

To Canada 50 per cent additional. 

To British sterling 66% per cent additional. 


The method for converting to South Carolina and Georgia currency 
was by multiplying by 45 and dividing by 28 according to the century 
old books. (Or about 60 per cent increase.) 

In closing I should like to again express my great sense of gratitude 
and elation at this dedication indicating Federal recognition of the 
place which numismatics occupies as a corollary of bcmking, education 
and history, and it is specially gratifying to realize that Philadelphia 
and its Federal Reserve Bank are the leaders in this new and significant 
phase. To those to whom the great credit is due for this forward 
looking step we are all immeasurably indebted and tender sincere recog- 
nition for their public spirited action in making this remarkable exhibit, 
once a vision and hope, but from today on, a reality and an inspiration. 
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Edwin H. Dressel, Superintendent of the United States Mint in 
Philadelphia gave a short talk which was followed by remarks by 
Vernon L. Brown, Curator of the Chase National Bank of New York, 
‘‘Moneys of the World Collection,” and Member, Board of Governors of 
the A. N. A. 

Asher H. Leatherman, Past President of the Philadelphia Coin Club, 
who was directly responsible for cataloging and purchasing most of the 
items in this outstanding collection was also called upon for remarks. 

We Philadelphians and visitors who see this wonderful exhibit can 
appreciate the difficulty which he must have experienced in obtaining 
some of these rare and superb examples of our early coins and currency. 

In closing Philip M. Poorman gave recognition to various members 
of his organization who contributed so much of their time and effort to 
make the exhibit a success. Among these were Fred Murray who designed 
the frames and mounting, and Olga Matuck who contributed so much 
to the artistic and pleasing arrangement of the coins and currency, and 
to the final decorations in the meeting room. 

This memorable evening was concluded by the serving of refresh- 
ments, and in meeting new and old friends. 


REPORT OF THE AWARDS COMMITTEE 
NATIONAL COIN WEEK 

The Awards Committee for 1949 National Coin Week met in New 
York City to review the reports that had been submitted by individuals 
and clubs for the consideration for the judges. 

In order to arrive at an equitable decision, a point system based 
upon the standard published in the January (1949) Numismatist was 
adopted. However, in applying the system, a large amount of personal 
judgment and discretion had to be exercised. As has been pointed out 
in previous years, the problem does not lend itself to strict mathematical 
analysis, for it is wrought with the evaluation of many intangibles and 
the comparison of dissimilar things. For example, it was often neces- 
sary to decide between a large number of exhibits on one hand, and a 
smaller number of displays, better located and of greater public interest 
and appeal, in another. Or, it was necessary to choose between the rela- 
tive effectiveness of activities confined within a small geographical area 
and those extended over a much larger section of the country. 

The selection of winners was further complicated by the outstand- 
ing performances turned in by quite a few of the participants. All, how- 
ever, maintained a standard of general excellence that should prove a 
model for the future. The Committee is especially grateful to those who 
prepared reports with unusual care and a sympathetic understanding of 
the problem of reviewing the material.

In fact, this illustration will show how great was the task of select- 
ing the winners.

The most 
difficult assignment finally narrowed down to the Phoenix and Worcester 
Clubs. After considerable time was given to the rechecking of materials 
and mathematical calculations of points, we decided that the two clubs 
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were rather even on the allowable points (see January Numismatist) 
for displays, publicity, and member participation. These three items, as 
you note, cover 90 points in the competition, and the unanimous nod 
finally went to Phoenix over Worcester because the former shaded the 
latter in the character of the report submitted and in getting new A.N.A. 
members. 

Since the competition was very close all along the line in clubs and 
individuals, we shall expect some to be disappointed j some to criticize, 
some to be elated, and some to congratulate. We wish the foiroer part 
of this were untrue, for the purpose of National Coin Week is always 
the building of good will and the spreading of the gospel of coin col- 
lecting; therefore, if you have any criticism of the results of the objec- 
tive and honest efforts of the Awards Committee, please write the Chair- 
man, Edward W. W. Lewis, Central Park Baptist Church, 235 East 83rd 
Street, New York 28, N. Y., and he will try to give you a competent 
explanation. But if you are elated, why not tell everybody? Most people 
like to hear that which is good news.

While the initial questions 
are hypothetical they are of the kind 
that are frequently asked and not 
always easy to answer. Questions and 
comments are invited. Send them to 
the editor who in turn will refer them 
to one of the Board of Copper Cent 
Experts. Then both the question and 
the answer will be reviewed by the 
Board to determine the general inter- 
est and correctness of the answer. 
Thus each question will be answered 
authoritatively as the information is 
known. If the material is considered 
of general interest, the answer will 
appear in the FORUM. 

The Board is prepared to answer 
questions from advanced collectors as 
well as from beginners so do not 
hesitate to send your questions along. 

The FORUM will devote a maximum 
of space to cents which appear regu- 
larly for sale, and a minimum of cov- 
erage to unobtainable rarities. 

It will attempt internal consistency 
in the proper use (or non use) of 
such cent collectors’ terms as die type, 
die variety, die state (or die condition 
or die variation), reeded edge, milled 
edge, milled flan, raised rim, plain 
planchet, beaded horded, denticles, 
serrations, serratures, et cetera. 

From time to time, the FORUM 
will offer a brief monograph (prefer- 
ably 300 words or less) on some 
specialized subject of interest to cent 
collectors. We will welcome such 
“specialist” articles from our readers, 
especially if the pictures and diagrams 
are not required. 


Questions and Answers 

Question: What was the total coin- 
age of large cents from 1793 to 1857? 

Answer: According to coinage sum- 
mary published in Wayte Raymond’s 
Standard Catalogue there were 156,- 
288,744 pieces coined. 


Question: Is there a complete col- 
lection of large cents, including all 
the varieties, in existence today? 

Answer: No. The chances are there 
never will be. 


Question: What makes the color of 
a large cent such an important factor 
in determining its value? 

Answer: Personal preference. In 
demand, for choice color cents are 
scarce. They look better and photo- 
graph better when the color is uni- 
form. 


Question: The Standard Catalogue 
lists three varieties of the large cents 
of 1804. Is this correct? 

Answer: Only one pair of dies was 
used to strike the cents of 1804; hence 
we have but one die variety. The die 
breaks listed are “states” or “condi- 
tions” of this pair of dies. 


Question: Why is it that so few dies 
were necessary to strike the large 
cents of 1795, yet they appear to wear 
better than the cents of 1794 and 
1796 ? They are almost as common 
as the preceding year and far more 
common than the latter. 

Answer: The Mint Procurement 
Agency succeeded in importing some 
superior planchets from England in 
1795. Apparently this vendor was not 
patronized in 1796. See Clapp-New- 
comb’s new book. 


Question: Were the edges of the 
cents of 1793 lettered previous to the 
striking of the coins or at the same 
time? 

Answer: Lettered edges were ap- 
plied in a separate oi>eration before 
striking. 


Question: What is the weight in 
grains of our large cents? 

Answ’er: 208 grains — 1793, 1794, and 
early 1795. 168 grains late 1795 to end 
of series in 1857. Actually, uncir- 
culated specimens vary considerably 
above and below these figures, and 
worn specimens weigh less. 


Question: Are there any “restrikes” 
of large cents other than those of 
1804 and 1823? 

Answer: None known. These re- 
strikes were really counterfeits struck 
with re-worked government dies 
about 1858.

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ODDS AND ENDS IN THE U. S. SERIES 

By JOHN J. FORD, JR. 


1865 3-Cent Nickel Recut Date 

Recently, while casually examining 
a large lot of miscellaneous circulated 
3-cent nickel pieces, I came across an 
1865 coin with the date apparently 
re-engraved. The date seems to be 
almost completely recut, the numerals 
“8 6 5” particularly so. The last three 
numbers appear below and slightly to 
the left of the regular date. They 
are well formed and quite visible to 
the naked eye. 



The above photograph does not do 
justice to the actual coin. The lower 
date is much clearer than shown. It 
is possible, while cutting the die, the 
engraver found himself placing the 
date too close to the border, and 
therefore began again, somewhat 
closer to the bust in an attempt to 
center the placing of the date. The 
piece illustrated is in extremely fine 
condition. Wondering if this hereto- 
fore unlisted variety was a common 
occurrence in a coinage of 11,382,000 
coins, I decided to carefully examine 
every one I could find. Stack’s the 
well-known New York dealers, had 
several hundred specimens none of 
which exhibited any sign of a recut 
date. Other lots were also examined, 
amounting in all to over a thousand 
pieces, and none could be found. 

This particular 1865 3-cent nickel 
piece is obviously not a common vari- 
ety. It may amount to presumptuous 
enthusiasm, but a major variety of a 


coin that lists in proof at over $50, 
should be listed in standard works. 
After all, similar coins, such as the 
1843, 44, 45-0, 46-0, 1849, 53, 54, and 
1855-0 halves, 1846 silver dollar, etc., 
are published. This 1865 3-cent coin 
has a date that is almost double cut 
and which is quite obvious even to a 
casual observer. It is not a case of 
trying to strengthen a used or worn 
die, but a clear-cut error on the part 
of the engraver. 

1846 Re-Engraved Date Silver Dollar 

This coin is listed in the Standard 
Catalog in a rather condescending 
manner. It catalogs in proof condi- 
tion at $100, while the common or 
regular variety catalogs in proof 
condition at $75. In actual rarity, the 
re-engraved date is many, many times 
more rare than the regular die 1846 
dollar, even when the latter is in 
proof condition. 

Discovery of the 1865 recut or re- 
engraved date nickel 3-cent piece led 
me to examine the history of the 
1846 silver dollar with the same sort 
of die-cutting error. Both coins have 
the last three numerals heavily recut, 
even though careful examination, in 
either case, will reveal the “1” also 
re-engraved. 



Re-engraved date 

The first silver dollar of this vari- 
ety that I could find offered for sale 
was in the Parmelee collection, cata- 
loged and sold by David Proskey in 
1890. Lot No. 1171 was described as 
an 1846 OVER 45 silver dollar, proof, 
and it sold for $18. 

The second coin appeared in the 
Earle collection, cataloged and sold 
by Henry Chapman of Philadelphia 
in 1912. Here the coin was lot No. 
2737, and sold as a brilliant proof for 
$35. Comparing the plates in both 
the Parmelee and Earle catalogs, it 
is obvious that the two coins are 
different. The Earle coin had a 
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heavily recut date, the “846” being 
plainly and deeply re-engraved. The 
Parmelee piece, on the other hand, 
was not as thoroughly recut, the 
most obvious variance being in the 
“6”, which we may assume led Mr. 
Proskey to believe that coin to be 
struck over or recut from a die of 
1845. (Undoubtedly the latter.) 

Two years after the Earle collection 
was dispersed, S. H. Chapman, the 
brother and fellow dealer of Henry, 
offered for sale the Gable collection. 
Lot No. 680 in this sale was cataloged 
as an 1846 Silver Dollar Brilliant 
Proof. No mention was made of the 
coin being the rare re-engraved date 
variety. (“Always an ERROR by the 
cataloger!”) A man with very poor 
vision examining the catalog of the 
Gable collection, could, with little 
difficulty identify the 1846 dollar 
shown on Plate X as the V. Rare 
variety. The coin pictured was almost 
the same specimen as the coin sold 
in the Earle sale. Someone must have 
examined Mr. Chapman’s fine plates 
rather closely, as the coin sold for 
$50.50 much more than a proof 
specimen of the common die would 
have brought at that time. A. Kosoff 
cataloged as lot No. 135 in his Auction 
Catalog No. 29, the “World’s Great- 
est Collection of United States Silver 
Dollars” an 1846 silver dollar, OVER 
44, in brilliant proof condition. Stat- 
ing that the coin was an unlisted 
variety, Mr. Kosoff sold it for $195, 
exactly $70 more than his estimate 
of the coin. Lot No. 137, in the same 
fine sale, was an 1846 “re-engraved” 
date in very fine condition. This 
piece was estimated at $20 and it 
sold for $25. Not having examined 
either coin (we were touring Europe 
at the time, courtesy of Uncle Sam) 
it is only possible to deduct the pos- 
sibility of difference between the two 
coins. 

The plate in the Parmelee sale 
catalog illustrated a dollar with the 
“6” heavily recut, the other numerals 
being but lightly touched. A mark, 
not unlike the right base stand of a 
“4” protruded to the lower left of the 
recut “6” on the Parmelee coin. 
Other indications w'ould lead me to 
believe that the “6” w^as cut over a 
“4”. Therefore, both Parmelee and 
the “World’s Greatest Collection” 
possessed different coins (perhaps 
the same one coin) than the two 
specimens in the Earle and Gable 
collections. 

May we therefore assume that an 
1846 OVER 44 dollar exists in proof 



condition, and is excessively rare, and 
that also, an 1846 RE-ENGRAVED 
DATE dollar exists in both very fine 
and proof condition. (Could the very 
fine coin sold by Mr. Kosoff have 
been struck as a proof?) There is also 
an 1845 silver dollar with a recut 
“84” which is found in proof condi- 
tion. This coin we have found detailed 
mention of, but the only specimen 
sold at Auction seems to be lot No. 
133 in Mr. K’s sale, where it sold for 
$150. 

Slightly re-engraved or recut dates, 
letters, etc., on U. S. coins do not 
properly belong in the Standard Cata- 
log unless the date and/or letters are 
extensively recut, almost to the point 
of duplicating most of the final die 
work — or, if such re-cutting indicates 
that the dies were possibly recut over 
another bearing an earlier date. (1826 
over 25 cent, 1887 over 86 3-cent 
nickel, etc.) 

Perhaps I’m wrong. I would appre- 
ciate comment. 

(The above drawings are rather 
crude. They were made from photo- 
graphs, and are only intended to be 
a comparison between the two vari- 
eties of 1846 silver dollars.) 


1859-0 Confederate Dime? 

David Proskey, who really knew 
his coins, (He wrote “The Cents of the 
United States” so long, and still at- 
tributed to F. W. Doughty) cataloged 
an 1859-0 dime in the Davis sale, 
1889, as uncirculated, proof surface, 
STRUCK FROM RUSTY DIES. The 
balance of his description raised the 
question — “Was this coin struck by 
the Confederate States of America?” 
The New Orleans mint was seized 
by the State of Louisiana, under 
orders of the Provisional government 
of the Confederacy, in December 1860. 
According to the report of the Di- 
rector of the Mint for 1887, some 1861- 
O double eagles and 1861-0 halves 
were struck by the Confederacy. We 
not only wonder about the 1859-0 
dime from rusty dies, but also wonder 
about the 1861-D gold dollar, 1861-D 
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quarter eagle, 1861-C and 1861-D half 
eagles as well as the 1861 “O” mint 
coins mentioned above. Under what 
authority were they struck? Are 
they fully listed in the Mint reports? 
Perhaps someone can answer this 
riddle ! 

1876-CC 20-Cent Sells For $7 

Once in a while, more or less in 
search of a thrill, I browse through old 
Auction Sale Catalogs of 50 or more 
years ago, looking at prices of by- 
gone days. It's a lot of fun to pretend 
that those rarities are available today 
at yesterday’s prices. Finding an 1856 
eagle cent that sold for $5 is not a 
tough assignment, but finding an 1876 
“CC” 20-cent piece, brilliant uncir- 
culated, that went for $7, is entirely 
too much. If you think I'm kidding, 
find a copy of the Davis sale, 1889, 
by the New York Stamp and Coin 
Company. 

1792 Trial Piece for U.S. Cent 

Some years ago, when I was mad 
about U. S. Pattern, Trial and Experi- 
mental pieces, a New York dealer 
offered me a very rare coin. The 
obverse had an eagle standing on 
half of the U. S. shield, the reverse 
bore the inscription, “Trial Piece 
designed for United States Cent 1792." 
I spent my hard earned money on 
the supposed sleeper. It was some 
time before I realized what I had. 
For the benefit of others, including 
my dealer friend. I'll pass the word 
around. 

A long time ago, about 1860 or 70, 
there lived in Philadelphia, a numis- 
matologist named M. W. Dickeson. 
(The term “numismatologist" was 
extensively used by the old timers.) 
Mr. Dickeson was an M.D., and in 
between calls, he wrote a bible for 
his contemporaries called Dickeson’s 
Coin Manual. This volume, while 
crammed full of errors, was very 


popular and appeared between 1860 
and 1865. (Price $10.) He also 
authored other items, among them 
a series called “Antiquarian Re- 
searches in North America" which 
appeared in Mason’s Coin and Stamp 
Collector's magazine. 

In his wanderings for the odd and 
curious, the good doctor found a pair 
of dies used, or intended for use, in 
embossing the stamp on revenue 
paper of 1816. One followed the 
description as given above and had 
an eagle standing on half of a shield. 
The other had a slightly different 
eagle standing on a full shield. The 
latter die was badly broken and both 
were very rusty. Dr. “D" cleaned 
both dies and got the fantastic idea 
that they were meant to be part of 
the 1792 Pattern Cent series. He 
therefore had a reverse die cut pro- 
claiming his ideas to the world, and 
struck pieces muling his reverse with 
the two obverse revenue stamp dies. 
They appear on both thin and thick 
copper planchets. All were struck by 
hand and consequently appeared to 
resemble proofs. 

These fabrications appeared about 
1870. It is strange that the so-called 
restrikes of the 1804 and 1823 cents 
and the 1811 half cent all appeared 
about this time. The 1816-1792 Dicke- 
son coins bore a close resemblance 
to the three restrikes — all the dies 
had suffered severely by the corroding 
tooth of time and oxygen. Incidently, 
the 1823 cent restrike was offered on 
the Philadelphia market at $3 per 
restrike. No early record can be 
found of the rare silver variety being 
offered, so we can presume that they 
were struck on a limited scale. We 
do not know if Dickeson sold or gave 
away his coins, but we do know that 
the people who happen to sell one 
today are certainly not giving them 
away in any sense of the phrase. 


THE CAESTUS 

By FREDERICK S. KNOBLOCH, New York City 

Combats between pugiles were, from the earliest times, more popular 
than any theatrical performance. Although athletic contests in general 
were considered suited to Greeks but unbecoming to Romans, boxing 
appears to have been the exception. From its very introduction into 
Italy, at some uncertain date, the masses of the people gave encourage- 
ment to amateurs, and later, as excitement grew with the population, to 
professionals. 
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The upper classes, however, were none too pleased that foreign 
customs were making headway and looked with disfavor on a sport so 
directly associated with the dubious morals of the Greek gymnasium. 
When the sport was recognized as useful training for military duty, 
prejudice slowly gave way and the contestants were not subjected to the 
stigma which had long been attached to fighters. Partisanship or local 
rivalry added zest to these spectacles, the taste for which increased 
rapidly and to such an extent that no form of entertainment was com- 
plete without some display of physical prowess. 

The character of the spectator in Rome is indicated by a scene at 
the triumphal games celebrated in 167 B. C., where the Greek flute 
players, when their melodies failed to please, were instructed by the 
director to drop their pipes and box with one another. The temper of 
the audience immediately changed from boredom to wild enthusiasm. 
Perhaps that is what Mommsen meant when he referred to this passion 
for brutality as the gangrene of Rome. 



The weapon of the pugil was the caestus, illustrated on the hand 
of the above coin. Defined simply as, thongs or bands of leather tied 
around the hands of the boxers to render their blows more powerful. 
The most ancient, employed during heroic times by Greek athletes, is 
described as made of raw ox-hide cut into thin pieces, wound around 
the hand and tied under the hollow or palm leaving the fingers free. 
Like our gloves they served to protect the knuckles and increase the 
power of attack but did not, in themselves, add to the severity of the 
injury. Early in the fourth century, with the entrance of the profes- 
sional boxer, this simple form was superseded by pieces of hard leather 
having projecting and cutting edges like our knuckle dusters. From this 
the Roman caestus was developed and with apparent deliberation, 
designed to incapacitate. A formidable weapon, a limb-breaker, often 
covered with knots and nails, in the hands of a trained fighter must have 
frequently caused death. Virgil speaking of it says, “A monstrous seven- 
backed ox sewed with lead and hardened with iron.” 

This well preserved specimen still shows evidence of the lacings 
that held the thongs in position over the knuckles. The bronze, a triens 
of reduced weight, is assigned to Tuder, in Umbria, and dated to the 
middle of the third century before our era. 
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The Last Colonial American 
(Gold) Cobs? 

Ever since the happy response to a 
previous experiment in The Numis- 
matist (July 1945) by the publication 
of the carefully prepared explanation 
of the Coinage of Mendoza (American 
Numismatic Society’s Museum Notes 
II) of 1947 by Mess. Zabala, Burzio 
and Pardo of the Argentine, it has 
been our hope to instigate the search 
and establishment of just what were 
the last gold cobs ever struck on the 
American hemisphere.

It may be that the series of pieces 
illustrated herewith will qualify but 
as in the previous instance the neces- 
sary documentation is lacking; only 
by the process of elimination and the 
use of purely circumstantial, infer- 
ential and superficial evidence are 
these coins offered as possible exam- 
ples of the series to rate the title 
adopted for this article. 

At this time it is the weight of 
calculated opinion here-abouts that 
these coins were struck circa 1750, 
possibly at Santa Fe de Bogota. Any 
actual evidence for or against this 
supposition will be cordially welcome, 
particularly from numismatists in 
South America. 

The coins illustrated numbers 1 & 
4, were found in the cabinet through 
the courtesy of the American Numis- 
matic Society; the 4 escudo piece, 
weight of 202 grains; the 1 escudo, 52 
grains; number 2 in the illustration 
was found by Hans Holzer; 4 escudos, 
weight 201 grains; number 3, 2 escu- 
dos, weight 102 grains were found by 
David M. Bullowa. 

Reference is made to Heiss, Lam. 
52, numbers 2, 6 & 8, dated respec- 
tively 1752, 1756 and 1748, in the 
denominations of 8, 4 & 2 escudos. 
Coincidentally, the last date known 
of the series 1756 corresponds to the 
first machine-made gold of Bogota 
also dated 1756. (Wayte Raymond)

The principal attractions accord- 
ing to the newspapers were: A com- 
plete collection of Brazilian Decora- 
tions of Dr. Alvaro da Veiga Coimbra, 
a wonderful collection of Polish coins 
medals and decorations of Stanislau 
Herstal, an international collection of 
Dr. Aramando Vicente de Azevedo, 
and a collection of Chinese and Jap- 
anese coins of over 1000 specimens 
of K. Prober. The collection of 
Brazilian coins was also complete 
and was formed by several collectors. 
Gold by Benjamin Klabin, silver by 
Dr. Luiz Hippolito, Jose B. Moura 
and Dr. Alceu C. Pupo, and the copper 
by K. Prober, the last one causing an 
exceptionally good impression, as it 
contained only specimens in extremely 
fine condition.

‘01” and “S” Notes 
The Secretary of the Treasury on 
July 5, 1944, announced through the 
press, that in order to test certain 
technical aspects of the distinctive 
currency paper, two lots of one-dollar 
silver certificates, marked with red 
letters “R” and “S,” were being issued 
in regular course. The different 
letters being used to facilitate the 
identification of the notes following 
their redemption as unfit. Both lots 
were issued by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago and consisted of 
1,184,000 notes each; the “R" notes 
were numbered from S70884001C to 
S72068000C inclusive, while the ‘‘S” 
notes were numbered from S73884- 
OOIC to S75068000C inclusive. 

The notes with the letter “R” are 
regular currency in all respects, while 
the notes with the letter “S” were 
prepared from a special run of paper 


made with a different sizing than that 
used in the regular paper. The fiber 
content of each lot is the same, 50% 
linen and 50% cotton. The letters, 
deep red in color and in a Gothic style 
of type (approximately 18-point), were 
overprinted on the face of the note 
at the right end adjacent to the seal.
